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‘April and the first half of May, when 
they are awakening for a new sea 
s0n of activity, they can however be 
transplanted successfully in late sum 
mer says W. R, Leslie, Superintend- 
ent, Dominion Experimental Station, 
Morden, Man, In Southern Manitoba 
mid-August has been favorable, 
Large numbers of four-foot trees 
have been moved without any loss at 
the Morden Station, 

In moving trees it is important 
that the soil be moist, At this time 
the parts of the tree above ground 
have completed their growth. The 
terminal bud is developed and the 
new growth has become firm and 
woody. However underneath, a sec 
ond period of very active growth of 
new roots has commenced, This ex- 
tension of new roots continues until 
the earth becomes cool in autumn, A 
tree moved in the last half of August 
or early September, and well and firm 
ly planted, should re-establish in its 
new setiing before growth processes 
are halted by cool temperatures in 
the soil, October transplanting is 
approved by some growers but little, 
if any, ‘hew roots will sprout before 
the next May, and the operation is 
therefore more hazardous, 

After a rain in September is a fair 
time to move larches, Junipers trans 
plant well in late August, The Rocky 
Mountain juniper from Alberta, 
North Dakota and Montana seems to 
be one of the evergreens best adapted 
to withstand bare ground and cold 
| wintry winds, particularly on light 
| types of soil, . 

In digging for transplanting, the 
ball of earth is bound about its equat 
or with a band or burlap, Such may 
be made tight and fast by weaving 
nails through the several overlapping 
thicknesses of the binder, Then is 
tied snugly and the tree moved to‘its 
permanent bed, The ball is placed 
in a roomy hole at a level of an inch 
lower than previously, The depth 
can be judged from the original soil 
mark to be seen on the tree trunk. 
Nails and twine are removed, The 
burlap is untied but left in the hole. 
It, soon rots, Pulling it out ig likely 
to wreck the ball of earth and severe 
ly shock the plant, 

An important aid to success is to 
dump a pailful of peat moss into 
the large hole before placing the 
plant, This acid material encourages 
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around the sides of 
heavy clay is the soil type.

STORAGE DEVICES 


Many inquiries are being received’ 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta-! 
tion at Scott concerfing emergency 
grain storage, particularly with a 
view to reducing the cost and due 
to the scarcity of lumber during the 
present emergency situation, Many 
farmers also consider that they 
would have little use for extra gran- 
aries in future years. 

Storage bins have been used by 
making a circular enclosure’ with 
snow fences or page wiré, and in 
some cases, reports have been receiv 
ed of using barbed wire around a 
circular enclosure with posts, A 


and one-half feet high can be used 
to store approximately 900 bushels 
of wheat, but while some farmers 
prefer this the supply of snow fence 
is quite limited, 

Where farmers only have combines 
and no sheaves available a double 


| layer of heavy building paper is used 


but great care must be exercised to 
prevent punctures in the paper, and 
some reports say mice have made 
holes through the paper. 

In the case of a circle of page wire 
or even barbed wire sheaves are 
placed vertically and lapped inside 
the circle and the grain must be 
coned up and the pile is then covered 
with properly stacked sheaves and 
sometimes a heavy layer, of straw, 
Best success‘is obtrined by having 
the grain delivered in the centre of 
the storage space leaving the natural 
cone of grain undisturbed, 

In a temporary storage location it 
is important to use high ground to 
avoid damage from run-off in the 
spring or from rain, It is also advis- 
able to use a layer of straw or 
sheaves about four inches deep, 

Fifty feet of wire, five feet! high 
will store approximately 750 bushels 
of wheat, and more depending on 
how high the pile is coned. 

Another temporary method that 
has been used by farmers involving 
some of the suggestions mentioned 
above, is to place ordinary granaries 
end to end with a space approximate 
ly fourteen feet between gable ends, 
The doors on the old granaries are 
kept to the outside, If lumber is avail 
able then the space betwéen the gran 
aries can be framed up, and if not,

FLIES ARE SERIOUS 

Flies, especially the common house 
fly, are a menace to health, particu- 
larly during the summer and autumn 
The part the house fly plays in 
Spreading dangerous diseases such as 
infantile diarrhoea, typhoid, & tuber- 
culosis is fairly well known, Flies 
have long been suspected as possible 
carriers of infantile paralysis (polio 
myelitis), say officials of the Division 
of Entomology, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, ‘ 

In the summer of 1941 scientists 
working in Connecticut and Alabama 
demonstrated the presence of the vir 
us of poliomyelitis in mixed collect- 
ions of blow flies, house flies and cer 
tile paralysis had occurred. This 
fact adds emphasis to the importance 
of fly control, Flies breed in garbage 
manure, and other animal matter, 
and thus can be most effectively con 
trolled by properly treating and dis 
posing of such materials, 

Measures should be taken to ex- 
clude flies ffom dwellings, and to 
protect foodstuffs from those that 
may gain entrance, The flies should 
be destroyed promptly, Leaflets con 
taining further details on fly control 
may be obtained by writing to Pub-

If bins are not cleaned 
insects are given a head start in 
your 1942 storage. It is the duty of 
ha 2 farmer to maintain his re 
in the best possible condition. ter 

leaves the farmers’ hands 
it is public property and insect infes- 
tations cause national losses. 
measures are sug- 
gone as practical means of keeping 
arm stored grain in condition: 

1, Brush down. walls thoroughly. 
Clean all cracks and remove all pm A 
debris... Sweeping the floor with 
damp sawdust’ will remove grain ’ 
mites and small insects as no other 
method will do. 

2. Sprinkle a small. amount of 
hydrated lime over the entire floor 
and then carefully sweep to fill all 
cracks. € 

3. Where granaries' have been in- 
fested in the past with grain mites 
or insects, clean the granary as out- 
lined above and then give the entire 
inside a coat of whitewash containing 
one quarter of a pound of lye per 
gallon of solution (observe usual 
precautions to avoid lye burns), 
Allow to dry at least four warm days 
prior to binning grain. 

4. Carefully examine bin after 
applying these measures and if live 
insects are still found an insecticidal

of moisture to grain. some cases 
@ complete lining of moisture proof 
paper will be nesessary.
